Age and Stature: and delude his Mind, which 
“Gs yet unexperienced in the Nature of Things, 
Wich imaginary Proſpects and Hopes of Hap- 
pineſs: and influence his Paffions, that are ſtrong 
and impetuous, to purlue Objects, which he 
zs qualified to enjoy thro Quickneſs of Senſe, 
aud Vivacity of Nature, with the utmoſt Ple - 
fare. It can hardly be expected that the 
SGolſpel of Chriſt, a Doctrine of Self-denial, 
that lays a Reſtraint on theſe early Sallies of 
Fenſuality and Sin, and comes upon Youth as 
2 North-wind on the forward Spring, fhould 
be well received: except ic be then, when 
preſent Diftrefs, che Effect of Indulgence, and 
divine Grace co-operating with it, ſoſtens his 
Heart, awakens Reflection, and renders him 
willing to attend to Truths, which by teach- 
ing him Patience under leſſer Troubles, pre- 
vent or remove the Occafions of greater.
